To the inhabitants of the Town of Columbia qualified 
to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town house 
in said town on the second Tuesday of March, 1917 at 
ten of the clock in the forenoon to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 


1. To choose a clerk for the ensuing year. 
2. To choose three selectmen for the ensuing year. 


3. To choose all other necessary town officers and 
agents for the ensuing year. 


4. To hear the report of the officers and agents here- 
tofore chosen and pass any vote in relation thereto. 


5. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
for the maintenance of the poor, for building and re- 
pairing highways and bridges within the town and for 
all other necessary town charges arising within the 
town. 


To see what sum the town will vote to raise to be 
expended on winter roads. 


6. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for building and repairing state roads. 


7. To see if the town will vote to buy a snow roller for 
the use of the east part of the town and to see what 
sum the town will vote to raise for that purpose.

8. To see if the town will vote to buy a light road 
machine for leveling purposes and what sum the town 
will vote to raise for that purpose.
